Died. 


Adim Clark, whose precarious condi- 


tion wo spoke of yesterday because of 
lockjaw having set in, died at 1 o'clock 
Wednesday night, in Virginia City.

Elliott 
knocked the pifctol up nnd the tall en- 
tered the roof. Biady then left the 
works and was arrested the following 
morning. 


The Chronicle says Brady is now in 


jail having been Bur/rendered by his 
bondsmen. The death of Clark makes 
the charge against Brady that of mur- 
der, the old law rule being that if a 
wounded person die within a year and a 
day from the time of receiving the 
wound, from any cause arising from the 
;amc, the person inflicting it is subject 
;o trial for murder.
